Disposal Plant Water 
Parley May 22; Board 
In Tribute To Hosking 


S. E. Price was appointed a mem- 
ber of the city council late Tuesday 
afternoon, to serve until the next 
municipal election, succeeding the 
late Councilman Fred N. Hosking. 

Price, formerly a member of the 
council, having been appointed ear- 
ly last year upon the resignation of 
M. E. Raber, was the high man 
among the candidates who failed of 
election at the last municipal elec- 
tion. He will be seated at a meeting 
of the council on Monday night, 
May 22. 

The city board met late Tuesday 
afternoon at the city hall on a num- 
ber of matters of importance in mu- 
nicipal affairs, 

A resolution of respect and esteem 

. for the late Mr. Hosking was adopt- 
ed by the board and when adjourn- 
ment was taken, the action was in 
his memory. 

The council formally concluded 
and executed the sale of an indeter- 
minate franchise for the distribu- 
tion and delivery of electric power 
in Placerville to the Pacific Gas & 
Electric Company upon receipt of 
$220 as a cash payment and the city 
will receive in addition each year, 
two per cent of the company’s gross 
receipts within the Placerville city 
area. 

The meeting was called for Mon- 
day night, May 22, at 7:30 o'clock, 
at which the council will discuss 
the severai parties interested the 
manner in which the city may dis- 
pose of the water run-off from the 
municipal sewage disposal plant. 
The discussion contemplates the use 
of the water for irrigation purposes.

SACRAMENTO—Last week was a 
real busy week for the legislature 
with several important. bills 
the lower house for consideration 
Most important these. was per- 
haps the Yorty Wages and hour: 
bill which went to defeat by a vote 
of 51 to 24. The bill, which set up 
a minimum wage scale of 35 cents 
an hour had the endorsement of the 
CIO labor organization but was op- 
posed by the American Federation 
of Labor. When Assemblyman Thos 
Maloney of San Francisco. who is a 
member of the A. F. of L.. told his 
fellow assemblymen on the floor of 
the house that his organization Oop- 
posed the wages and hours bill he 
Virtually killed the bill, Your as- 
semblyman voted against the bill 
both in committee and on _ the 

floor. 

Last Friday the assembly handled 
ninety-two bills working until near- 
ly midnight in an endeavor to make 
some headway with the large cal- 
endar which now totals some 450 
bills. Night sessions will probably 
be held on Thursday and Friday of 
this week. We extend a cordial] invi- 
tation to citizens of El Dorado 
county to visit the assembly on 
either of these nights.

on the floor of the assembly last 
Friday evening several senate bills 
introduced by the four State sen- 
ators representing the various ten 
counties in our large district.

There has been considerable 
newspaper comment relative to this 
particular bill and some of it has 
not been at all favorable to the leg- 
islators who voted against the bill. 
The writer expects to devote a col- 
umn shortly to the matter of lob- 
bying in which we will tell the read- 
ers of this newspaper something 
about the biggest and highest paid 
group of lobbyists around the state 
Capitol and these lobbyists, inci- 
dentally, are being paiq by the tax- 
payers of the state.

FOREST FIRE 
RULES TOLD 


Special Regulations 
Will Be Effective 
May 20, Says Supervisor 


The special regulations effective 
each year on Eldorado Forest dur- 
ing the season of fire hazard will be 
effective Saturday, May 20, 


15, it was announced Wednesdav 
morning by Forest Supervisor Ed- 
Win F. Smith. 

Authority for setting up the reg- 
ulations is granted the Supervisor 
under Regulation T-1. 

The regulations are as folows: 

All persons building a camp fire 
on Eldorado National Forest shal! be 
; required to obtain a camp fire per- 
mit whether fire is built in the open 
or in trailer houses. 

Smoking shall be prohibited ex- 
cept at camps. places of habitation
